CHAMPIONSHIP -- U. C. C. SOFTBALL 

Club Riviera's mighty softball team defeated 
the men of El Dorado and captured the first half cham¬ 
pionship in the U.C.C. Athletic League in a game 
played June 21st at Columbus Park in San Jose, the 
score was 2-1. 

Riviera displayed a good defense, tight pitch¬ 
ing and a little power. The pitching was provided by 
Joe Padilla who gave the enemy only one hit. Padilla 
was their master as he allowed only two baserunners. 
El Dorado scored their only run on a ball that was hit 
between the centerfielder and the leftfielder and went 
for a home run. The only other baserunner came on 
an error at first base. 

The good guys, meanwhile, had baserunners on 
in every inning but were able to bring in a run only 
after El Dorado's manager, Blocker Guillaba, dropped 
a fly ball in center field and then overthrew second 
base. The ball was hit by cfenterfielder Jim Herrera 
who eventually ended up at third. After a strikeout 
by Dan Brady, up came “that little ol' ballplayer 
me", Herold Martinez, and bounced a base hit over 
the third baseman's head. That scored Herrera from 
third and gave Riviera their first run. El Dorado got 
their only run in the fourth inning and the score was 
tied through the fifth inning. In the bottom of the 
6th inning third baseman Frank "Mighty Mite" Ka- 
wakami stepped up and took a mighty swing and missed. 
He took another one and fouled the ball to the screen. 
On third swing he connected and the ball sailed into 
orbit. Everybody in the park knew the ball was gone. 
The fourbagger was the second for Kawakami and the 
second time he had broken up the game for Riviera. 

Dan Brady sparkled at shortstop for Riviera as 
he played flawlessly. He made one stop that appeared 
to be going through and tagged an El Dorado base- 
runner as he tried to break up the play by running over 
Brady. 

Riviera's infield sparkled all year with Kawa¬ 
kami at third, Padilla at shortstop, Brady at second 
base and Jim Payer at first. The pitching has been 
handled by Joe Lopez who in four games allowed only 
five runs and only Los Toros scored more than one run. 
They scored two runs against Riviera's pitching staff. 

Our boys showed their versatility in the last 
game when three of the starting players were unable 
to play. Padilla was superb as he tossed the one-hit 
game against El Dorado, Dan Brady played an out¬ 
standing game at shortstop and Phil Montanez did a 


terrific job at first base. Riviera, incidentally, play¬ 
ed with only nine men instead of the usual ten men.
